Because this railroad loan represented 

a practical and real application of the 
open door policy through co-operation 
with China by interested powers as well 
as because of its relations to the re- 
forms referred to above, the administra- 


j tion. deemed American participation to 


be of great national interest. Happily, 
when it was as a matter of broad pol- 
icy urgent that this opportunity should 
not be lost, the indispensable instru- 
mentality presented itself when a group 
of American bankers, .of international 
reputation and great resources, agreed 
at once to share in the lean upon pre- 
cisely such terms as this Gevernment 
should approve. 

The chief of those terms was that 
American railway material should be 
upon an exact equality with that of the 
other nationals joining in the loan in 
the placing of orders for this whole 
railroad system. After months: of ne 
gotiation the equal participation of 
Americans seems at last assured. It is 
gratifying that Americans will thus take 
their share in this extension Of these 
great highways of trade, and to believe 
that such activities will give a real im- 
petus to our commerce and will prove 
@ practical corollary to our historic pol- 
icy in the Far East. 


Relations With Japan 
Continue Cordial. 


N one of the Chinese-Japanese con- 
| ventions of Sept. 4 of this year there 
was a provision which caused con- 
siderable public apprehension in that 
upon its face it was believed in some 
quarters to seek to establish a monop- 
ely of mining privileges along the South 
Manchurian and Antung-Mukden rall- 
roads, and thus te exclude Americans 
from a wide field of enterprise, to take 
part in which they were by treaty with 
China entitled. 

After a thorough examination of the 
conventions and of the several contex- 
tual documents, the Secretary of State 
reached the conclusion that no such 
monopoly was intended or accemplished. 
However, in view of the widespread 
discussion of this question, to confirm 
the view it had reached, this Govern- 
ment made inquiry of the Imperial Chi- 
nese and Japanese governments and re- 
ceived from each official assurance that 
the provision had no purpose incon- 
sistent with the policy of equality of 
opportunity to which the signatories, in 
common with the United States, are 
pledged. 

Our traditional relations with the 
Japanese Empire continue cordial as 
usual. As the representative of Jap- 
an, His Imperial Highness Prince 
Keni visited the Hudson-Fulton cele- 
bration. The recent visit of a del. 
egation of prominent business men as 
guests of the chambers of commerce 
of the Pacific slope, whose represent- 
atives had becn so agreeably received 
in Japan, will doubtless contribute to 
the growing trade across the Pacific, 
ax well as to that mutual understand- 
ing which leads to mutual apprecia- 
tion, 

The arrangement of 1908 for a co- 
operative control of the coming of Ia- 
borers to the United States has proved 
to work satisfactorily. The matter 
of a revision of the existing treaty 
between the United States and Japan 
which is terminable in 1912 is already 
receiving the study of both countries. 
The Department of State is consider- 
ing the revision in whole or in part of 
the existing treaty with Siam, which 
was coneluded in 1856 and is now, in re- 
spect to many of its provisions, out of 
date.

HE consular service has been 
T greatly improved under the law 
of April 6, 1906, and the executive 
order of June 27, 1906, and I cammend 
to your consideration the question of em- 
bodying in a statute the principles of 
the present executive order upon which 
the efficiency of our consular service is 
wholly dependent. 

In modern times political and com- 
mercial interests are inter-related, and 
in the negotiation of commercial treat- 
ies, conventions and tariff agreements, 
the keeping open of opportunities and 
the proper support of American enter- 
prises, our diplomatic service. is quite 
as important as the consular service to 
the business interests of the country. 


Impressed with this idea and con- 
vinced that selection after rigorous ex- 
amination, promotion for merft solely 
and the experience only to be gained 
through the continuity of an organized 
service are indispensable to a high de- 
gree of efficiency in the diplomatic serv- 
ice, Ihave signed an executive Order 
as the first step toward this very desir- 
able result. Its effect should be to

Sugar Weighing 
Frauds Discovered. 


REGRET to refer to the fact of 
| the discovery of extensive frauds 

in the collection of the customs 
revenue at New York City, in which 
a number of the subordinate em- 
ployes in the weighing and other de- 
partments were directly concerned, 
and in which the beneficiaries were 
the American Sugar Refining Co, and 
others. The frauds consisted in the 
payment of duty on underweights of 
sugar. The Government has recov- 
ered from the American Sugar Ref m- 
ing Co.‘all that it is shown to have 
been defraudcd of. 

The sum was received in full of the 
amount due, which might have been 
recovered by civil suit agaiust the 
beneficiary of the fraud, but there 
was an express reservation in the 
eoutract of settlement by which 
the settlement should not interfere 
with, or prevent the criminal pros- 
ecution of everyone who was found 
io be subject to the same, 

Criminal prosecutions are now pro- 


eceding against a number of the Gov- 
ernment officers. The Treasury De- 
partment and the Department of 
Justice are exerting every é¢ffort to 


discover sll the wrongdoers, includ- , 


ing the officers and employes of the 
companies who may have been privy 
to the fraud. 

It would seem to me that an investi- 
gation of the frauds by Congress at 
present, pending the probing by the 
Treasury Department and the Depart- 
ment of Justice, as proposed, might 
by giving immunity and otherwise 
prove an embarrassment in securing 
conviction of the guilty parties. 


HE Secretary of War calls attention

Some respects they are rather more 
élaborate than under present conditions 
are needed to stop an enemy's fleet 
from entering the harbors defended. 
There is, however, one place where ad- 
ditional defense is badly needed, and 
that is at the mouth of Chesapeake 
Bay, where it is proposed to make an 
artificial island for a fort which shall 
prevent an enemy’s fleet from enter- 
ing this most important strategical base 
of operations on the whole Atlantic 
and gulf coasts. I hope that appro- 
priate legislation will be adopted to se- 
cure the construction of this defense. 
The return of the battleship fleet 
from its voyage around the world, in 
more efficient condition that when it 
started, was a noteworthy event of 
interest alike to our citizens and the 
naval authorities of the world. Besides 
the beneficial and far-reaching effect 
on our personal and diplomatic rela- 
tions in the countries which the fleet 
visited, the marked success of the ships 
in steaming around the world in all 
weathers on schedule time ‘has increased 
respect for our navy and has added to 
our national prestige. 
UR enlisted personnel recruited 
O from all sections of the country 
is young and energetic and rep- 
resentative of the national spirit. It is, 
moreaver, owing to its intelligence, Cap- 
able of quick training into the modern 
man-of-warsmen. Our officers are ear- 
nest and zealous in their profession, but 
it igs a regrettable fact that the higher 
officers are old for the responsibilities 
of the modern navy, and the admirals 
do not arrive at flag rank young enough 
tc obtain adequate training in their du- 
ties as flag officers. This need for re- 
form in the navy has been ably and 
earnestly presented to Congress by my 
predecessor, and I also urgently recom- 
mend the subject for consideration. 
Early in the coming session a compre- 
hensive plan for the reorganization of 
the officers of all corps of the navy will 
be presented to Congress, and I hope it 
will meet with action suited to its 
urgéncy.

sociation and of many state bar asso- 

clations, as well ar the considered 
thought of judges end jurists. In my 
judgment, a change in judicial pro- 
cedure, with a view to reducing its ex- 
pense to private litigants in civi] cases 
and facilitating the dispatch of business 
and final decision in both civil and crim- 
inal cases, constitutes the greatest need 
in our American institutions. 

I do not doubt for oue moment that 
much of the lawless violence and cru- 
elty exhibited in lynchings ts direct- 
ly dme to the uncertainties and in- 
justice growing out of the delays in 
trials, judgments, and the executions 
thereof by our courts. Of course 
these remarks apply quite as well to 
the administration Of justice in State 
courts as to that in Federal courts, 
and without making invidious dis- 
tinction it is perhaps not too much to 
say that, speaking generally, the de- 
fects are less in the Federal courts 
than in the State courts. 

But they are very great in the 
Federal courts. The expedition with 
which business is disposed of both on 
the civil and the criminal side of 
English courts under modern rules 


of procedure makes the delays in our 
courts seem archaic and barbarous. 


The procedure in the Federal courts 
should furnish an example for the 
State courts. 


Asks Commission 
to Correct Courts. 


I presume it is impossible, without an 
amendment to the Constitution, to unite 
under one form of action the proceedings 
at common law and “proceedings in 
equity in the Federal Courts, but it is 
certainly not impossible by a statute to 
simplify and make short and direct the 
procedure both at law and in equity in 
those courts. It is hot impossible to cut 
down still more than it is cut down, the 
jurisdiction of the Supreme Court so as 
to confine it almost wholly to statutory 
and constitutional questions. 

Under the present statutes the equity 
and admiralty procedure in the Federal 
Courts is under the control of the Su- 
preme Court, but in the pressure of busi- 
ness to which that court is subjected, it 
is impossible to hope that a radical and 
proper reform of the Federal equity pro- 
cedure can be brought about. 

I therefore recommend legislation pro- 
viding for the appointment by the Presi- 
dent of a commission with authority to 
examine the law and equity procedure of 
the Federal Courts of first instance, the 
law of appeals from those courts to the 
courts of appeals and to the Supreme 
Court, and the costs imposed in such 
procedure upon the private litigants and 
upon the public treasury and make rec- 
mmmendation with a view to simplifying 
and expediting the procedure as far as 
possible and making it as inexpensive as 
may be to the litigant of little means. 


Laws Favorable to 


Labor Recommended. 


HE platform of the successful party 
i in the last election contained the 
following: 

“The Republican party will. uphold ‘at 
all times the authority and integrity 
of the courts, State and Federal, and 
will ever insist that their powers to en- 
force their process and to protect life, 
liberty and property shall be preserved 
inviolate. We believe, however, that the 
rules of procedure in the Federal courts 
with respect to the issuance of the writ 
of injunction should be more accurately 
defined by statute, and that no injunc- 
tion or temporary restraining order 
should be issued without notice, except 
where irreparable injury would result 
from delay, in which case a speedy 
hearing thereafter should be granted.” 

I recommend that in compliance 
with the promise thus made, appro- 
priate legislation be adopted The 
ends of justice will best be met and 
the ehief cause of complaint against 
ill-considered injunctions without no- 
tice will: be removed by the endct- 
ment of a statute forbidding here- 
after the issuing of any injunction 
or restraining order, whether tempor- 
ary or permanent, by any Federal 
court, without previous notice and a 
reasonable opportunity to be heard 
eon behalf of the parties to be en- 
joined; unless it shall appear to the 
satisfaction of the court that the de- 
lay necessary to give such notice and 
hearing would result in irreparable 
injury te the complainant and un- 
leas also the court shall. from the ev- 
idence make a written finding, which 
shall be spread upom thé court min- 
utes, that immediate and irreparable 
injury is likely te ensue to the com- 
plainant, and shall define the injury, 
state why it is irreparable, and shall 
alse indorse on the order issued the 
date and the hour ef the issuance of 
the order. 

Moreover, every such injunction or 
restraining order issued without pre- 
vious notice and opportunity by the 
defendant to be heard should by force 
of the statute expire and be of no 
effect after sevem days from the is- 
suance thereof or within auy time 
less than that period which the court 
may fix, unless within such seven 
days or such less period, the injunc- 
tion or order is extended or renewed 
after previous notice nnd opportunity 
to be heard. 

My judgment is that the passage of 
such an act which really embodies the 
best practice in equity and is very like 


the rule now in force in some courts | 


will prevent the issuing of ill-advised 
orders of injunction without notice and 


will render such orders when issued , 


much less objectionable by the shorx 
time in which they.may remain effect- 
ive, 
Low Postal Rates 

Cause of Deficit. 

HE deficit every year in the Post- 
qT office Department is largely caused 


by the low rate of postage of 1 cent 
charged on second-class _— 


























of miscellaneous periodicals 1128 miles. 
Thus, the average haul of the magazine 
is three and ove-half times and that 
of the miscellaneous periodical nearly 
four times the haul of the daily news- 
paper, yet all of them pay the same 
postage rate of 1 cent a pound. The 
statistics of 1907 show that second-class 
mail matter constituted 63.91 per cent 
of the weight of all the mail, ana 
yielded only 5.19 per cent of the reve- 
nue. 

A great saving might be made. 
amounting te much more than half 
of the loss, by imposing upen maga- 
wines and periodicals a higher rate of 
postage. They are much heavier than 
newspapers, and contain a much 
higher propertion of advertising to 
reading matter, and the average dis- 
tance of their transportation is three 
und a half times a® great. 


I commend the whole subiect to 
Congress, not unmindful of the spread 
of intelligence which a low charge 
for carrying newspapers and period- 
icals assists. I very much doubt, 
however, the wisdom of a policy 
which constitutes so large a subsidy 
and requires additional taxation to 
meet it. 

‘HE second subject worthy of men- 
7 tion in the Postoffice Depart- 
ment is the real necessity and 
entire practicability of establishing pos- 
‘tal savings banks. The successful party 
at the last election declared in favor 
of postal savings banks, and although 
the proposition finds opponents in many 
parts of. the country, I am convinced 
that the people desire such banks, and 
am sure that when the banks are fur- 
nished they will be productive of the 
utmost goud. The postal savings banks 
are not constituted for the purpose of 
creating competition with other banks. 
The rate of interest’ upon deposits to 
which they would be limited would be 
so small as to prevent their drawing 
deposits away from other banks. 

I believe them to: be necessary in or- 
der to offer a proper inducement to 
thrift and Babies | to & great many peo- 








ple of small means who do not now 
have banking facilities, and to whom 
such a system would offer an oppor- 
tunity for the accumulation of capital. 
They will furnish a satisfactory substi- 
tute, based on sound principle and ac- 
tual successful trial in nearly all the 
countriés of the world, for the system 
of government guaranty of deposits now 
being adopted in several Western States, 
which with deference to those who ad- 
vocate it seems to me to have in it 
the seeds of demoralization to conserva- 
tive banking and certain financial dis- 
aster. 

The question of how the money de- 
posited in postal savings .banks shall 
be invested is not free from difficulty, 
but I believe that a satisfactory provi- 
sion for this purpose was inserted as 
an amendment to the bill considered by 
the Senate at its last session. It has 
been proposed to delay the consideration 
of legislation establishing a postal sav- 
ings bank until after the report of the 
Monetary Commission.’ This report is 
likely to be delayed, and properly 580, 
because of the necessity for careful de- 
liberation and close investigation. I do 
not see why the one should be tied up 
with the other. It is understood that the 
Monetary Commission have looked into 
the systems of banking which now pre- 
vail abroad, and have found that by a 
contro] there exercised in respect to 
reserves and the rates of exchange by 
some central authority panics are avoid- 
ed. It is not apparent that a system of 
postal savings banks would in any way 
interfere with a change to such a sys- 


tem here. Certainly in most of the coun-!§ 


tries in Europe where control is thus 
exercised by a central authority, posta! 
savings banks exist and are not thought 
to be Inconsistent with e proper finan- 
cial and banking system.

Surgeons Use Novocaine on 
Woman, 78, and She Feels 
» Ng Pain. ‘ 


}};READS PRAYER BOOK 


Watches Medical Men Use 
Knife and Has Them Ex- 
plain Their Work. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 7.—When it was 
announced a few days ago that Prof. 
Thomas Jonnesco, dean of the Univer- 
sity of Bucharest, who is now visiting 
this country, would operate tomorrow 
on a patient without the patient losing 
consciousness, it was supposed this 
would be the first time such a feat nae 
been accomplished in America. 

Dr. Leo Berger and Dr. Benj. Jablons 
ot Har Moriah Hospital, however, have 
taken the laurels away from the Rou- 
manian practitioner, who has become 
known the world over as the “painless 
surgeon.” On Sunday afternoon they 
operated on a woman for intestinal 
trouble while the patient alternately 
read a prayer book, chatted calmly with 
the doctors and nurses and discussed 
the progress of the operation, without 


feeling pain. 


The subject of this interesting opera- ' 


tion is Mrs. Ida Moskowitz, 78 years 


old. 
Operation Was Necessary. 
Saturday morning Drs. Berger and 
Jablons examined her and it was found 


she would have te undergo an opera-. 


tion within a few hours if she was to 


live. It also was revealed that the 


woman had heart trouble and that if 
she was put under the influence of 
ether she would surely die, no matter 
how successful the operation. 

Dr. Jablons and Dr. Berger had been 
experimenting a month with an anes- 
thetic—novocaine—discovered four years 
ago but seldom used and never in an 
important operation. In this emergency 
novocaine was thought of and one of 
the surgeons broached the subject of 
its use to Mrs. Moskowitz. When she 
realized the danger of using ether and 
the chances of success if novocaine was 
used, the woman consented to have it 
administered on condition that she be 
allowed a Hebrew prayer book to read 
while the operation was in progress, pre- 
ferring, so she said, not to see the 
cutting. Shortly after noon Sunday she 
was taken: to.the operating room.. 

When the physicians began to inject 
the novocaine Mrs. Moskowitz opened 
her prayer book and began reading. 

She did not feel any pain and, having 
her prayer book in front of her eyes, 
she came to the conclusion:.that the sur- 
geons had not yet begun to cut. She 
laid down the book to ask »wwhy they did 
not proceed when she discovered that 
an incision several inches long had been 
made and the operation was in progress. 
Makes Surgeons Explain Operation. 
The woman was astonished that such 
a thing could be done without her know- 
ing it, although conscious and in full 
possession Of her mental faculties. She 
became interested and made the sur- 
geons explain every step of the opera- 
tion. Then the surgeons had to explain 
to Mrs. Moskowitz that nevocaine was 
a preparation of which cocaine was the 
basis and she wanted -to know if she 
would become a cocaine fiend as a re- 
sult of its use. When assured there 
was no danger she was much relieved.

The principle on which the American 
revolution was -based, “no taxation 
without representation,” has been 
adopted a8 a slogan by those who fa- 
vor woman's suffrage in the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South... At a minis- 
ters’ conference Monday the Rev. J. 
Stephan declareé he was in favor of 
granting the appliation of Southern 
Methodist women to have the same 
voice as men in the government of the 
church, 

“In the last two years,” he asserted, 
“women have raise@ more than two- 
thirds of the total amount given by the 
membership. If women are permitted 
te act as the equals of men in doing the 
work of the churches, how in justice can 
they be denied participation on a com- 
mon voting basis with their brethren? 
If the women withheld their gifts and 
services, spiritually and financially, 
there would be chaés.”’

It is the utterance of a faith that re- 
fuses to die out of humanity’s bosom, 
no matter how black the heathenism of 
a Christendom that permits the ex- 
istence of the poverty and of the sins 
born of poverty whence such a cry is 
sounded. 

“You!” cries Glad, the ragged waif of 
the London slums, lifting her scare- 
crow arms to.the Deity whom, some- 
how, she knows to love the poor and 
hearken to their piteous call; ‘I am 
here—and I want to live—and I must 
be took care of!’’. 

Almost accusing, the cry seems—like 
an indictment of God’s mercy and love 
for His creatures. 

But it isn’t this at all, because Glad 
feels, deep-buried though she is in the 
savagery of London’s slums, that the 
cry will be answered—it isn’t Gods fault 
that she is shred-garbed and hungry and 
cold and that her sweetheart is a thief 
and a potential murderer for hunger and 
cold’s sake. 

God must be told—and it must be. the 
lips of the poor, faith-touched, that tell 
Him, beseeching ‘His pity and His help. 

Then the answer will come—the an- 
swer, sure coming, her faith in which 
makes Glad.the one comforting figure in 
all Apple ssom Court, where live 
the. pauper@“pnd the criminals of her 
poor world, 

Just one Tittle glimpse of ‘this vague 
Deity has béen vouchsafed the girl—the 
message of a good woman who came to 
her when she lay mangied and crushed 
on a hospital cot, but it was enough 
for the shaping of her life and the lives 
of many others thereafter. 

Pitifully the child-woman clung to the 
tl. ought—not the New Thought, as some 
would have it, but a very old thought, 
indeed—that no harm can. befall any 
who rest confident of God’s Answer, 
and it was this that made ‘‘the dawn of 
a tomorrow’ always the bright dawa 
that lightened today’s skies for Glad. 

Wherefore, in her rags, she went 
teaching this creed of hers, stubbornly 
hippy, stubbornly brave, stubbornly 
ecnfident of final good.\ 

“Things ain't never as bad as we 
think they are,’’ she tells the worn and 
hopeless London millionaire whom she 
safeguards, strangely, against self-de- 
struction. “Just. you think of some- 
thin’ else—ard do somethin’ for some- 
body-—and keep on askin’—askin’—ask- 
ir’"—and there’s goin’ to be an answer 
to the askin’—I’ve tried it, and I 
know!’’ 

And in this you have all the gist and

Ever since the steamer Utstein sailed 
two weeks ago, carrying thousands of 
rifles and cartridges to the revolution- 
ists, Consul Altschul has been making 
an investigation of the purchases. He 
found that the rifles were of Mauser 
make while the cartridges were for 
Remington arms and could not ve used. 

The steamer Utstein, when she ar- 
rived at Bluefields was dispatched ‘at 
once in‘search of Mauser cartridges and 
now is making a desperate effort to ob- 
tain the necesary ammunition along the 
ccast of Central America, with little 
likelihood of success. 

This information was sent to Presi- 
dent Zelaya by Gen. Altschul and if the 
big battle has not already started it 
likely will do so shortly after the New 
Orleans cable reaches Nicaragua. 

That a grave mistake was made in 
the shipment on the Utstein is certain, 
as she was due back in New Orleans 
several days ago and her delay 
strengthens the report that she has 
gcne in search of ammunition. 

For several days the armies of Pres- 
ident Zelaya and Gen. Estrada have 
been drawing close to each other near 
Rama, but no news of a battle has been

PENNSYLVANIA’S 24-HOUR MAIL 
SERVICE TO BE DISCONTINUED 


St. Louis-New York Train, Carry- 
ing No Passengers, 
Unprofitable. 


The 24-hour mail train of the Penn- 
sylvania-Vandalia system will make its 
last arrival in St. Louis at 1:37 p. m. 
Wednesday, as the service has been or- 
dered .discontinued. 

This train, which carried no passen- 
gers, is not to be confused with the new 
24-hour passenger train of the Penn- 
sylvania.

SPRINGFIELD, Ill., Dec. 7.~Goy. pDe- 
neen denied the petition of Frank E. Da- 
vis, for reinstatement as Sheriff of 
Alexander County, in a formal executive 
order.

Councilman Schutz’s Demand 
_of No Compromise Is Fully 
Supported. 


BACKED BY DELEGATES 


Comparisons Show ‘How St. 
Louis Is Mulcted by Charge 
for Bridge Service. 


Streets in the Ranken tract will not 
be vacated to the Terminal Association 
unless the Terminal Association abol- 
ishes the bridge arbitrary on freight 
and passengers, according to demands 





‘made by Councilman William C. Schutz 


at the final conference of city officials 
and Terminal representatives, held 
Monday afternoon at the office of 
Mayor Kreismann. 

There are to be no more conferences. 
The matter will be taken up by each 
branch of the Municipal Assembly for 
final action. There is no doubt that 
Councilman Schutz reflects the senti- 
ment of a majority of the Council and 
that the sertiment of the House of 
Delegates is overwhelmingly in favor of 
éxacting the abolishment of the arbi- 
trary. 

The demand of Councilman Schutz 
came as the culmination of conditions 
proposed by the representatives of the 
city. He made a spirited attack on the 
arbitrary and presented rate schedules 
showing that other cities situated on 
rivers are not penalized in“iike manner 
by bridge charges. He showed that the 
rate from Nashville, Tenn.. and from 
Worthville, Tenn., to Cincinnati, across 
the Ohio River, were the same as-rto 
Covington, Ky., and that the rate from 
New York to Covington was the same 
as the rate to Cincinnati. 

He also showed that the passenger 
rate from Trenton, N. J., was the same 
to New York as to Jersey City. 

He demanded the complete removal of 
the arbitrary, for all distances. 

“I feel it my duty,’’ he said. ‘to con- 
tend for the removal of this embargo 
on our commerce. In order to escape 
this arbitrary the people pledged them- 
selves to the expenditure of $3,500,000 
for a free bridge, the only means then 
at hand to escape it. 

Stand Taken in Self Defense. 

“This is not a question of getting 
money from the Terminal-or squeezing 
it, but the stand is taken to avoid the 
false principle of permitting a combina- 
tion of railroads te exact tolls that 
would not be charged by individual 
lines.’’ 

Mr. Schutz gave the conferees to un- 
derstand that he would not be a party 
to any agreement for the use of the 
streets in the Rankin tract that did not 
include abolition of the bridge arbi- 
trary. 

Councilman §chneiderhahn supported 
Mr. Schutz in his position. He quote! 
a Kansas City ordinance as tending 
to show how the people there are care- 
ful to frame legislation so as to avoid 
such a situation as exists in St. Louis. 

Councilman Schutz said Tuesday that 
members of the Terminal Commission 
present at the conference proposed that 
if Mr. Schutz and his supporters would 
not insist on the abolition of the arbi- 
trary, they would have the bridge toll 
on passengers removed. Mr. Schutz de- 
clined to say who-had spoken to this 
effect for the Terminal “Yommission. 

The Terminal Commission has been 
in existence five years and this is the 
first time that any intimation has come 
from it-that it could bring about the 
abolition of the passenger arbitrary if 
it chose, 

Commission Sided With Railroad. 
Schutz said to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter Tuesday: ‘“‘We had been discus- 
sing the question about an hour when 
member of the Terminal Commission 
agreed with me that something ought 
to be done about the passenger arbi- 
trary and said that if we would leave 
it to the Terminal Commission, he 
thought they could get it abolished. 
He wanted us to consent to the pas- 
sage of an ordinance surrendering the 
streets in the Rankin tract first. He 
half way promised that the commis- 
sion would have the passenger arbi- 
trary removed afterward. 

‘If the commission can bring about 
the abolition of the passenger arbitrary 
it should have done it long ago. It has 
had plenty of time to do ft and has not 
done it. 

“The members of the Terminal Com- 
mission sided with the railroad people 
in the discussion. They said we ought 
not to demand so much and we ought 
to make concessions in the interest of 
improving business conditions. They 
did not say ‘anything about the busi- 
ness that has been driven away from 
St. Louis by the bridge arbitrary. 

“Tl {nsist that if the streets in the 
Rankin tract are to be surrendered to 
the railroads they ought to do some- 
thing for the people besides merely pay- 
ing debts that they have owed for many 
years and should have paid long ago.” 
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tiom replied that it was not now levied 
in the 100-mile limit, but that its ab- 
sorption within that radius was a mat- 
ter for the determination of the indi- 
vidual lines, which could not be bound 
by any statement or agreement made 
by the Association’s conferees. 

As a final answer respecting the abo- 
lition of grade crossings, the Terminal’s 
representatives pledged their company 
to the building of viaducts at Ewing 
and Compton avenyes, and the assump- 
tion of all damages to abutting prop- 
erty in doing the work. 

The Terminal Association would not 
agree, however, to bear. the expense 
of raising the level of Chouteau ave- 
nue at Compton avenue, to conform 
with the grade of the viaduct at that 
point. At the intersection of Union 
avenue and Kingshighway and the Ter- 
minal Belt Line, the cOmpany proposed 
to separate grades. on condition that the 
cost be partially shared. by the city. 


Offered to Share Expense. 

At other points where traffic required 
the abolition of crossings, President 
McChesney said, the Terminal was will- 
ing to bear some of the expense, but 
would not carry’ the whole burden. 

This proposition met with no favor 
among delegates and councilmen. Mem- 
hers of the Terminal Commission, in- 
cluding Mayor Kreismann, expressed no 
opinion. 

Members of the Council regard the 
Terminals Commission’s offer to nego- 
tiate for a discontinuance of the arbi- 
trary on passengers as a move to ob- 
viate in thé bill that the Assembly will 
prepare, any provisioris contemplating 
the establishment of raten for switching 
or other service.

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How to Sing | 
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HERE are thousands and 
thousands of singing teachers 
all over the world, each one 
teaching what is called a 
“method of singing,”” and each 
method differing one from the 

other. 

Yet, in the main, every teacher is try- 
ing to produce a sweet, powerful and 
carrying tone with the least amount of 
physical effort. 


There are two physical means designed 
for voice production. The first is the 
vocal cords; the second is the breath. A 
number of organs and muscles ar ef- 
fected by the action of the breath on the 
vocal cords and by a conscious effort 
of arrangement in order to produce a 
tone with ease. The managenfent of 
these various organs and muscles con- 
stitutes what is called the singer’s tech- 
nique or his method. 


A student may know everything abo .t 
the construction of the throat, the hol- 
low spaces in the head and face, where 
the sound resounds, every possible i.ind 
of breath or breathing exercise from ¢ b- 
dominal to the Eastern “breath cults,”’ 
originated by the Yogis, and w'th ell 
this enormous practical knowledge he 
may not be able to sing. 

As most people know, the voice hus 
three registers—lower, medium pod 
upper—of which the most important 1s 
the middle register, because when this is 
not perfectly developed both the upp ?r 
and the lower registers suffer.

If one register is overdeveloped to the 
detriment of the next the entire voice 
suffers, as the instrument is wrongly 
balanced. No register can be developed 
by forcing it. This is one of the great 
faults of the young singer who fails to 
understand the beauty of a soft tone, 
rightly placed, and will not believe that 
the softly sung tone in its correct pést- 
tion will grow, whereas the tone that 
is shouted or forced will never get a 
chance, as it is depending for its 
strength not on freedom of throat, but 
on the contraction of the throat, a 
squeezing of the note. Contraction or 
forcing of this kind, if it is continued 
toc long, is ruinous to the voice, besides 
becoming unpleasant to the ear. 

Forcing often occurs when a young 
singer makes her first appearance be- 
fore the public, even though she has 
teen correctly taught. This is because 
the muscles all become tense from anx- 
iety and nervousness. 

Now, no voice can be produced when 
the muscles of the throat and the vocal 
cords are tense. The throat ang jaw, in 
fact, the entire body, must be relaxed 
in order to be properly controlled by the 
mind and to work in accordance with 
the. laws of good singing and voice pro- 
duction. 

Relaxation is purely dependent on the 
wane ...3YQGY.._aq{J(Cc™=€ ee, 
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mind. The minute the mind is invaded 
by nervous fear the body becomes tense 
and the vocal cords stiffen, and in or- 
der to produce any note at all the 
breath is forced against them. Many 
of the most beautiful voices in the world 
have been ruined by fear of nervous- 
ness for this very reason. 

I believe that fear and nervousness 
can be controlled to a very large extent, 
by the will power. The successful sing- 
er needs to have her will power at com- 
mand and to be able to control her 
nerves.. And she should begin to learn 
this lesson from the minute she starts 
to sing. For by letting her nerves get 
the better of her she will undo much 
of the benefit of her instruction.

Suit of Minority Shareholders 


for a Receiver on Trial 
in Local Court. 


Members of each of the warring fac- 
tlons of stockholders in the Sanitol 
Chemical Laboratory Co. appeared Tues- 
day in Judge Williams’ court to hear the 
suit of the minority for a receivership. 

Two of the minority, Augustus J. R. 
Muller of 6201 Delmdr boulevard and 
Henry 8S. Morris of Philadelphia, are 
defendants in a suit filed Monday aft- 
ernoon by Herman C. G. Luyties, foun- 
der and until Monday president of the 
Sanitol company. In the suit Luyties 
asks $250,000 damages, half actual and 
half punitive, alleging libel. 

'At the same time that the suit was 
being filed at the Court House, Luyties 


was retiring from the office of presi- 


dent at the stockholders’ annual meet- 
ing,-held at the office of the company, 
Laclede and Boyle avenucs. 

Keller Succeeds Luyties. 

George F. Keller, secretary of a-print- 
ing company, was elected president and 
treasurer, Herbert S. Gardner vice-presi- 
dent, and Herman H. Werbe secretary. 
Keller, Gardner, and Edward F. Helbig 
were elected members of the board of 
‘ directors. 

In his petition, Luyties quotes charges 
made against him in circulars - issued, 
he says, by Muller and Morris in Phila- 
deiphia. These circulars, he asserts, 
accused him of having misappropriated 
funds of the corporation, and of having 
issued stock to himself without paying 
for it. 

Refuses to Serve Again. 

In other circulars, he says, the writers 
stated a purpose to ‘“‘recover from pres- 
ent and past directors all moneys mis- 
appropriated by them.” The statements 
quoted are all declared by Luyties to be 
false and to have caused him humilia- 
tion and loss of standing. 

To the stockholders Luyties explained 
his refusal to accept re-election as presi- 
dent by stating that the charges made 
in the circulars, while false, had im- 
paired his usefulness as an officer of 
the concern. His hearers understood 
that an outcome of the receivership suit 
favorable to him would make him. will- 
ing to serve again.

Kavanaugh to Present Figures 
on 14-Foot Channel 
Before Congress. 


IN CAPITAL TUESDAY 


500 Delegates Booming Lakes- 
to-Gulf Ship Canal Reach 
Washington in Afternoon.

CINCINNATI, Dec. 7.—Fourteen feet 
from Chicago to New Orleans can be 


accomplished by the expenditure of only 
$93,500,000, according to estimates and 
concrete plans for the improvement of 
the Mississipp! River to be laid before 
Congress ‘by President W. K. Kava- 
naugh- of the Lakes to the Gulf Deep 
Waterway Association and the 600 dele- 
gates who will reach Washington at 
2:45 p. m. Tuesday. 

In collaboration with expert engineers, 
Mr. Kavanaugh has worked out a plan 
of waterway improvement that he be- 
lieves will win the support of Congress. 
The plan contemplates the expenditure 
of $10,000,000 a year for the first six years, 
$9,500,000 the seventh year and $8,000,000 
for each of the three succeeding years. 
Of the $93,500,000 there is to be spent 
$48,500,000 between Lockport, Ill., the 
terminus of the Chicago drainage canal, 
and Cairo, and $45,000,000 from Cairo to 
New Orleans. President Kavanaugh 
has the assurance of ez~ineers that’ this 
amount of money wisi grve a permanent 
14-foot channel, but an additional $45,- 
000,000 will eventually have to be spent 
between Cairo and New Orleans to pro- 
tect the banks. This is a cofiservation 
and not a deep waterway project. 


Estimate for Seven Years. 
Between Lockport and Utica it is pro- 
posed to spend $1,500,000 a year for seven 
years to make the channel complete. 
From Utica to Alton the place pro- 
vides for the expenditure of $750,000 for 
the first and second years, and $500,000 
for each of the remaining years. 

From St. Louis to Alton there is to be 
spent $1,250,000 a year for six years. This 
$7,500,000 will give not only the 14-foot 
channel between Alton and St. Louis, 
but a dam on the soiid rock botton of 
the river at the Chain of Rocks from 
which 200,000 horsepower of electrical 
energy can be developed. 

This water power plant will be capa- 
bie of supplying St. Louis with cheap 
power and light until its demands quad- 
ruple. 

From St. Louis to Cairo a total of $25,- 
000,000 is to be spent in 10 equal Install- 
ments. A dam is also to be construct- 
ed at Commerce, Mo., the only. other 
point where there is a solid rock bot- 
tom, from which 300,000 electrical horse- 
power of energy can be developed. 

It is estimated that a revenue of $7,- 
500,000 a year can be derived from the 
power plants at St. Louis and Com- 
merce—sufficient to pay for the im- 


Alton to Cairo in four years. 

From Cairo to New Orleans the plan 
provides for the expenditure of $4,000,- 
000 the first and second years, $4,260,000 
the third, fourth, fifth and sixth years, 
and $5,000,000 a year until the work is 
completed. The engineers say that not 
more than $5,000,000 a year can be eco- 
nomically spent on the lower “Mississip- 
pl because the commission has nof suf- 
ficient equipment for doing a greater 
amount of work. 


To Round Up Congressmen. 

The 500 delegates will be charged with 
the duty of getting their congressmen 
committed to this plan of improvement. 
While President Kavanaugh and the 
Deep Waterway Aasociation expect op- 
pcsition from Senator Burton of Ohio, 
former chairman of’ the Rivers and 
Harbors Committee of the House, they 
are satisfied its reasonableness and 
practicability will appeal to a majority 
of the members of Congress. 

The delegates, appointed by President 
Kavanaugh under authority of a reso- 
lution adopted at the Deep Waterway 
convention at New Orleans, will begin 
the distfibution of ¢ards containing a 
summary of this plan Wednesday and 
Thursday. On the reverse side of the 
card is a space for the Congressman's 
signature under the phrase: “This pro- 
gram commends itself to my approval.” 
President Kavanaugh will call a meet- 
ing of the delegates at the New Willard 
Hotel at 5 p. m. Wednesday to plan the 
campaign. The entire delegation will 
call on President Taft, Vice-President 
Sherman, Speaker Cannon, the Commit- 
tee on Commerce of the Senate, the Riv- 
ers and Harbors Committee of the House 
and Secretary of War Dickinson. 

A speaker will be selected to present 
the demands of the association to these 
officials and committees. One of the 
speakers will be former Gov. David R. 
Francis of Missouri, but the others will
